Within five days after 
the arrival of the cannery workers’ 
charter the employers agree to 
furnish payrolls for the last week 
of regulai operation, and those 
whose names appear on those pay- 
rolls will be entitled to vote.

also be granted the right to vote. 


Employers will furnish additional 
ayrolls covering new employees.
